NEW YORK (AP}. — Reputed un- 
derworld boss Joseph Colombo was 
shot in the head and critically 
wounded yesterday before a crowd 
of thousands at an outdoor Italtan- 
American “Unity Day” rally.

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JOB IS BEST | CONGRATULATIONS 
MOTIVATION

Lr is right and proper for a 

young man to help an old lady 
across the road. But he should not 
be over-praised for it, because if 
he devotes ali his life to seeking 
praise for dolng things that so- 
ctety requires, ignoring the things 
that he himself requires, he will be 
a sick person. 

This was pointed out at a con- 
ference held at the Rimon inn 
in Safad by Prof. Frederick Herz- 
berg, Director of the Industrial 
Mental Health Programme in the 
United States, and President of Mo- 
tivation Systems Inc. Gathered were 
15 senior management personnel 
from Israeli business companies and 
Government bodies (some with their 
wives), who had paid IL2,000 each 
(and extra for the wife) to spend 
ten days at one of the Top Execu- 
tive Courses run by Tel Aviv Uni- 
versity's Graduate School of Busi- 
nesg Administration, This one dealt 
with Labour Relations. 


Achievement 


Professor Herzberg, a vivid per- 
sonality whose natural show- 
manship rivets the attention, di- 
vides human conduct in two. First, 
the things a man does to win love 
or allay hate, i., the things which 
society has conditioned him to do, 
like devoting himself to the inte- 
restg of his group, family, school, 
the business company employing 
him, This is a necessary part of 
his function, which Herzberg calls 
“hygiene.” But there is another part 
not less important though society 
tends to overlook it, and that is 
man's personal achievement as an 
individual, the fulfilment of his per- 
sonal capacities, in the course of 
which he develops those _ capaci- 
Hes further. This aecivity Herzberg 
calls the “motivator.” 

His theory has a vital applica- 
tlon in the occupational field. A 
man whose work possesses no con- 
tent in terms of self-fulfilment, but 
exists exclusively to fulfil the pur- 
poses of the enterprise, is a man 
doomed to a life of frustration. 
The remedy is job enrichment. You 
do not inspire employees just by 
giving them higher wages, more 
benefits, new status symbols. It is 
the successful achievement of a 
challenging task which creates the 
urge to work. The employer's job 
“is not to motivate his people to 
get them to achieve. His job is 
to provide opportunities for people 
to achieve — so that they will 
become motivated.”

and destructive tactics from an 
increasingly petulant trade union 
movement. 
The answer seemed to be, yes; 
at least all were agreed that atti- 
tudes among organised lahour have 
become irresponsible and destruc- 
tive in practically all countries 
which have a free labour move- 
ment, including (most recently) 
even Sweden and Japan. Says Ro- 
berts: In Britain during the last 
year wages have risen by 14 per 
cent, prices by 85 per cent, and 
Production by 0.02 per cent. (Wage 
inflation can strangle economic 
growth.) Herzberg says that ‘both 
impulses — the “hygiene” pressures 
and the “motivation” pressures — 
have sagged. The automobile work- 
er no longer cares if his company 
turns out a good car, and the doc- 
tor or teacher no longer cares whe- 
ther he doctors well or teaches 
well. 
Faxén says the tntividual feela 
that others do not care about his 
work either. By striking, he tests 
this situation out, forcing people to 
indicate whether they really need 
him. 
There is a vicious circle effect. 
Herzberg:.Once upon a time, em- 
ployees were pald differentially for 
Bkilla, now they are paid differen- 
tially for power. Tt is the person 
who can shut off the electric cur- 
rent who wins the pay rise. This 
helps break down the value system. 
“Ig I can hurt you more, I get 
paid more.” 


Public suffers 


Healy: Once strikes were cost- 
ly to the workers, now they are 


the public, who have to suffer all the 
inconvenlence. Roberts: The in- 
creasing complexity of -technalogtc- 
al soclety gives growing power to 
small groups of workers, who can 
parelyse large segments of the 
economy. 

Faxén: All wages go up, pro- 
letarian, technological, managerial. 
The higher-paid groups find them- 
selves squeezed. As their earnings 
rise to keep up the pay diffe- 
rential, they find themselves pushed 
Into higher tax brackets, which 
leads to a kind vf middle-class 
revolt. In Sweden's railways, 600 
senior officials (out of 45,000 em- 
ployees} immobilised passenger tra- 
vel They want (like Usrael’s elec- 
tricity workers) a higher net wage. 
All recognise the need for strong 
Government intervention. Healy: 
President Nixon thought to legis- 
late on wage claims of the build- 
ing workers, was persuaded to ap- 
point a Wages Board instead, as a 
kind of watchman and mediator. 
The buliding + workers immediately 
moderated thelr demands, and are 
settling for more reasonable figures.

Library problems 
Libraries are a problem at Halfa 
University and In Haifa and North

ed library. Todey the Mt. Carmel 
brary ‘has only 170,000 volumes 
and 3,000 periodicals (“it ia still far 
from belng able to fulfill the func- 
tions of a university Hbrary"), but 
even so it has already outgrown 
the little space it could be given. 
“Building schedules must be con- 
siderably accelerated in order to 
provide room for stacks, reading 
rooms and working quarters.” As 
the budget of the average student 
in Israel is small, the library keeps 
8 large number of duplicates of 
textbooks on its shelves, But this 
prejudices the buying of new titles. 
At present the Hbrary is not open 
to the general public (only to stu- 
dents and teachers). North Israel 
has no public and lending library 
for purposes of study and private 
research. 
Haifa University suffers from a 
shortage of senior teachers, but 
this 15 probably temporary. Its own 
graduates, “after continuing their 
studies in Jerusalem or abroad, are 
beginning already to join our teach- 
ing staff in junior positions,” Prof. 
Akzin notes hopefully. Applications 
are received from professors and 
lecturers in American, British and 
other West European universities. 
“Several have already joined our 
teaching staff and negotiations con- 
tinue with others. In a large mea- 
sure it is only budgetary consider- 
ations that will determine to what 
extent we shall be able to avail 


North with many of the teachers 
it badly needs, incorporated the 
Oranim Teachers Seminar of the 
kibbutz movement as a branch and 
put it under its academic canopy, 
with B.A. and M.A. degrees to be 
awarded to Oranim graduates who 
Pave hitherto gone without them.

Fund urged 
for Jewish 
day schools

A fund to provide loans for the 
establishment of Jewish day schools 
abroad was called for at yesterday's 
session of the Zionist General Coun- 
coi 
Mr. Moshe Krone, head of the De- 


Culture in the Diaspora, 
the fund be established by the World 
Zionist Organization jointly with the 
Israel Government and Jewish bo- 
dies tproughout the world. He said 
that Jewish education was the “cen- 
tral task of every Jewish commu- 
nity.” 

Mr. Krone noted that 2,000 Jewish 
teachers were needed every year, 
but that only 300 were supplied. He 
urged that special seminars be set 
up and that these teachers get rea- 
sonable salaries. Mr. Krone said 
Jewish leaders in the Diaspora must 
adjust the conventional order of prio- 
rities in the appropriation of com- 
munity funds so as to allot suffi- 
cient funds to Jewish day schools. 

ONLY SOLUTION 

Dr. Shlomo Gaon (the Haham) as- 
serted, “We who live in the Dias- 
pora realise that the Hebrew school 
is the only solution to the problem 
of assimilation." He said the Jewish 
community in France needed special 
help to be saved from assimilation, 
and he called for a survey of the 
situation there.

250,000 with decent housing

Some 47,000 of Israel's most poorly housed families are due to get new or improved accommodation 
during the five.years commencing next April — at a cost of IL1,000m. Housing Minister Ze'ev Sharef 
said in the Knesset yesterday that the five-year plan would provide for people living in dangerous or 
unsanitary conditions, or in buildings lacking inside toilets: it will cover most of the families living at a 
room density of three persons and up. The plan, which has glready been ratified by the Cabinet, 
will provide better living conditions for a quarter of a million persons, he said. 


The aid to the 47,000 families, 
Mr. Sharef said, will Include 16,000 
new dwellings, and the rest — addt- 
tion of rooms, renovations, transfers 
to larger dwellings, loans and grants. 
Most of the help would go to urban 
and semi-urban families in and 
around Jerusalem, Tel Aviv and 
Halfa. 

Mr. Sharef said the plan would 
Start off with the most difficult ca- 
ses, such aa famiifes living at a roont 
density of four pergong and up, and 
then proceed to a density of three 


persons. 

Jewish investors and builders from 
overseas would give help, he hoped, 
to increase productivity and efficten- 
cy tn the building trade, and they 
would aleo build for rent. The sort 
of big builder from the U.S., Canada 
or Europe, who attended the Recon- 
stituted Jewish Agency conference, 
could help industrialize construction 
as well as finance it, he believed. 

The Minister felt that the Govern- 
ment had a good record for its 
work in slum clearance over the past 
few years. Between 1965 and 1970, 
42,700 families iiving in sub-stan- 
dard housing had been catered for. 
In 1965, he sald, 13 per cent of the 
population ved at a density of 
three persons or more per room, and 
in 1970 this had fallen to 7.5 per 
cent. By next March 31, he believed, 
it would fall to between 6 and 6.3 
per cent. 

He said that this year, and next, 
special efforts were being made to 
solve young couples’ housing prob- 
lems. The Central Bureau of Sta- 
tistics was currently carrying out u 
full scale survey of their needs, and 
this would make planning easier. Al- 
though the Ministry had already 
eased the terms of payment for 
young couples this year, still further 
concessions would have to be made. 

Prices, Mr. Sharef said, had gone 
up 40 per cent between 1968 and 
1970, and 20 per cent in1970 alone. 
Building inputs proper accounted for 
25 per cent of the rise, with the 
rest being accounted for by dearer 
land, and higher builders’ profits 
(which he sald were hard to sepa- 
rate). 

One of the biggest obstacles to 
an expanded housing programme 
was the backward techniques used by 
builders, he declared. Money could 
be saved by standardization and me- 
chanization. His Ministry was doing 
8 great deal now to promote these 
two trends. Some IL70m. in loans 
would be made available to factories 
manufacturing building appliances on 
a large scale, and ald would he 
given to investors who would en- 
gage in rentals of heavy-duty con- 
struction equipment, which could. ra- 
tlonalize the building trade. 


A year ago, he said, the backlog among 


in immigrant housing was more 
than 1,000 apartments. Since then, 
the backlog had been made up, and 
the available reserve of empty flata 
had led to squatting. 

The plan is to increase the im- 
migrant reserve to 10,000 empty 


flats by 1972 and 15,000 by 1973, 


whereupon It would-stay at that fi- 
gure. This would make {t possible 
for an eventual, hoped-for inflow of 
80,000-100,000 immigrants annually. 

“The four-hour debate was both 
critical and complementary. Virtually 
all the speakers agreed that much 
had been done. Virtually ΔῊ agreed 
that there was much atlll to do. 

Young couples, whose future was 
not as clear cut 88 that of the 
slum dwellers in the Minister's re- 
port, had high priority among the 
Members. Mrs. Shoshana Arbeli 
(Alignment), while warning that 
squatting was not going to get them 
anywhere, demanded that the 
Government do much more for Is- 
Tael's newly-weds who could not 
Keep abreast of rising housing 
prices. 

Mr. Aharon Goldstein (Gehal), 
one of the country's most influential 
private contractors, said that with 
all the Minister's ambitious plans 
and good intentions, very few prob- 
Jems will be solved unless rental 
housing is made available. He cited 
the example of West Germany 
where Government-subsidized, rent- 
controlled houging provided adequate 
solutions for young couples, and 
virtually abolished sluma in the 
country. 

Mr. Avraham Ofer (Alignment) 
said that demands that Jess should 
be spent on public buildings were 
unrealistic, since hospitals, theatres 
and schools were just as essential 
to the public as homes. 

Mrs. Zina Harman (AHgnment) 
and Mr. Nissim Ellad (Independent 


Liberal) attacked what they termed 
the “bureaucracies in housing" and 
“State feudalism.” Mrs, Harman said 
that the public bodies which dealt 
with housing problems needed 
drastic reform, while Mr. Hliad 
claimed that the Lands Authority 
was the country's biggest speculator 
— a fact which ted in misery 
and poverty for thousands of 
families, who are paying the price 
— in exorbitant property costs — 
for the Authority's business acumen. 

Mr. Meir Avizohar (State List) 
said that, unless building prices are 
kept stable, there would never be 
any solutions to the housing problem. 
The New Communist’s Meir Wilner 
asked that the Knesset demand that 
TLi,000m. be taken from the De- 
fence Ministry's budget and spent 
on housing.
